First Annual Report for the Period August 5, 1986, to 
December 31, 1986. 


1. Background 


The Federal Budget of February 26, 1986, announced that 
legislation would be introduced to establish a farm debt 
review board system. The Farm Debt Review Act was proclaimed 
law on August 5, 1986. 


A Farm Debt Review Board was established for each province 
of Canada effective August 5, and Chairpersons and members 
were appointed by Orders in Council August 19, October 23 
and December 16, 1986. 


The legislation ensures that farm operations in financial 
dvita culty," or actually facing a farm foreclosure situation, 
have access to an impartial third-party review of individual 
farm circumstances and possible financing/re-financing 


options. A voluntary agreement between a farmer and his 
creditor(s) for a mutually satisfactory arrangement is 
sought. 


2. Management Structure and Guidelines

Structure 


Overall responsibility for the operation of the Farm Debt 
Review Boards across Canada rests with the Assistant Deputy 
Minister, Agriculture Development Branch, Agriculture 
Canada. Operational development and on-going management 
(planning, control, coordination and evaluation) of the farm 
debt review process has been assigned to the Special 
Programs Division of this Branch. 


In addition, various advisory services are available to 
Boards from departmental Regional Offices (i.e., 
communications, financial, personnel and administration). 


An organization chant (Appendix A) and a listing of Farm 
Debt Review Board Chairpersons and members (Appendix B) are 
attached<® “Each Board may-include up to eleven members; the 
majority of current members are active or retired farmers. 


Each Board Chairperson is designated as the chief executive 


officer within his!’ area of jurisdiction for all matters 
relating to farm debt review under the Act. Each 


eZ 


Chairperson has supervision and direction over the work and 
staff of the Board. While operationally responsible to the 
Agriculture Development Branch, each Chairperson reports to 
the Minister of Agriculture. 


Each Board member assists the Chairperson in the overall 
operation of the farm debt review process. While activities 
will vary, each Board member iS required to act as the 
Chairperson of review panels that are established to mediate 
each case. 


Each review panel includes two other members assigned by the 
Board, and these members are active or retired farmers or 
farm management experts. The work of each review panel is 
supported by field staff/experts, who are also assigned to 
each case by the Board. Their role is to complete detailed 
field reports and a financial assessment on each applicant. 
The general responsibilities of panel members and field 
staff experts, as well as a summary of the farm debt review 
process, are outlined in the General Guidelines attached 
(Appendix C). 


Farm Debt Review Board office staff duties are assigned by 
the Board, but generally relate to providing necessary 
operational and administrative support to the work of the 
Board and to counselling potential applicants and other 
affected parties. Board offices range in size from one to 
four persons, ~All. contracts ,andsposition, descriptronssare 
established pursuant to Treasury Board Guidelines and the 
Public, Services EmploymentmeAct{erespectmiyely. 


Guidelines 


In addition to the Farm Debt Review Act itself, detailed 
implementation guidelines are established for all Boards. 
These guidelines help ensure that the activities of the 
Boards are well coordinated) andvareyconststentmacross#all 
provinces. An extract, entitled General Guidelines, is 
attached as Appendix C. 


Each Board Chairperson is clearly responsible for the work 
of the Board in his geographic area of jurisdiction: 
Established policies provide Boards with the flexibility and 
discretion: to ensure, Lesponsaveness = e0nspe Gl. ves cllecemolias 
and needs of their clients. 


Financial policies are established in accordance with 
Treasury Board Guidelines. Revised budgets for fiscal year

While Board activity officially commenced in August, 
progress made during the final months of calendar year 1986 
Was oneatly affected by the relative 'newness' of the system 
ANdmasSsoclatede start-up delays. Data 1s therefore also 
Crovideds.0r January and February, 1987. 


Performance of the Boards during this period more 
appropriately reflects the expected performance of the 
PreGessS WnethestUtUTe. 


Following are several points of note relating to progress 
andeactivities ot the Boards: 


i) Notices of Intent to Realize on Security are now 
being received at an average rate of 350 per month, 
Significantly less than the rate at which such 


Notices were being issued during the first three 
months of the Act. 


ii) These Notices originate in roughly equal 
proportions from 'major' lenders (banks, credit 
unions, etc.) and from 'other' lenders (machinery 
dealers etc).

Approximately 250 Applications from farmers are now 
being received on a monthly basis. Prior to November 
1986 applications under Section 20 of the Act (1.e., 
"Insolvent'' farmers) represented almost 70% of total 
applications. Since November, 1986) the majority. of 
PPE el cee are now under Section 16 of the Act 
(ive, fArmerse ine inane ad came ity. 


Grain farmers in the Prairies and Ontario are the 
major farm type applying, s2eniticant munpers oc 
applications are also being received from special 
crop (tobacco) farmers in Ontario, beef farmers in 
Western Canada, and swine farmers in Central Canada. 


The value of assets amongst applicants is considerably 
higher in Alberta and Saskatchewan than in the rest

Of the reviews completed, more than half have 
identified alternative arrangements for the farm to 
continue to operate on a viable basis; an additional 
number of completed reviews have identified 
arrangements for the rational 'wind-down' of the farm 
operation, but under terms acceptable to the

The majority of 'withdrawal' cases were resolved 
between the farmer-creditor(s) without reaching the 
panel hearing stage. 


Very few of the alternative arrangements identified 
have yet been signed; considerable follow-up, both in

Conclusion 


Departmental officials and Board representatives have been 
discussing the farm debt review process with creditor 
representatives and farm organizations, at both national and 
regional levels, over the past months. This on-going 
dialogue has contributed to both an improved farm debt 
review process and a greater degree of cooperation and 
aChive- part lcipaton stl stucsnnoOcess:, 


These discussions, coupled with close monitoring of Board 
DEGULTESs aid actual experiences shave enapled!) a number.of 
revisions to the farm debt review process to be introduced 
in recent months. A ‘preliminary evaluation' of Farm Debt 
Review Boards by departmental officials is nearing 
completion and is expected to offer additional guidance for 
further improving the effectiveness of Farm Debt Review 
Boards. As well, the Standing Committee on Agriculture is 
undertaking a review of the effectiveness of the Farm Debt 
Review Act and will be reporting to Parliament thereon.

A Notice of Intent to Realize on Security must be 
completed by any secured creditor intending to take action 
to realize on security, and provided to the farmer (copied 
to the Board) at) least) 15 business daysepriom co 


initiating such action. The Notice also advises of the 
Farmer ’S TiGhtswUunderetiewlarmevehtene VilcwenACL. 


There are two types of applications: for an insolvent 
farmer (under Section 20 of the Farm Debt Review Act), and 
for a farmer in financialedifficulty (under section 16 0b 
the Farm Debt Review Act). 


There are two categories of completed applications:

field assessments and panel review meetings, and have 
concluded with an arrangement being identified or a panel 
recommendation that no arrangement is possible; and 
applications withdrawn includes all cases that have been 
voluntarily withdrawn by the applicant prior to a panel

Arrangements identified at panel review hearings must be 
transferred into an acceptable leecal agreement form; 
considerable post-panel follow-up, particularly in terms 
of time, is required to enable such arrangements to be 
signed by all parties.

APPENDIX C 
GENERAL GUIDELINES 


FARM DEBT REVIEW ACT, APPLICATION § REVIEW 


Structure 


A Farm Debt Review Board (hereinafter Board) is established 
for a defined region of Canada, and is made up of not more 
than ten members plus a Chairperson. In most cases, a 
region is defined as a province. Where the number and 
complexity of applications warrant it, however, a province 
may be divided into more than one region and a Board 
established for each region. In addition, both Alberta and 
the Northwest Territories and British Columbia and the Yukon 
Territory have each been defined as one region (to date) and 
each is served by one Board. 


The Chairperson of a Board is the chief executive officer of 
the Board. 


A General Manager, supported by a small staff office, is 
responsible for all administrative and operational matters 
oh the Board sinethat sregiton:. 


A list of qualified individuals eligible to serve on Farm 
Debt Review Panels is maintained by the Board. For each 
individual review, a three member panel, comprised of two 
individuals from this list and one member of the Board, who 
will act as Panel Chairperson, is established by the Board. 


These potential panel members are retained by the Board 
under contract and receive per diem payments and expenses on 
a, ‘whenaand sasierequired! basis. 


Each panel is provided with an in-depth report of farm 
Operations andtinancial status by field staff with 
first-hand knowledge of the type of farm operation and 
financial situation being reviewed. 


AObSt Of dualified individuals topserve as field jstarf is 
also maintained by the Board. Field staff are retained by 
the Board under contract and receive per diem payments and 
expenses on a "when and as required" basis. 


Other 'experts' may be retained by the Board in special 
circumstances (such as for very large or complex cases, for 
specialized advice concerning tax/bankruptcy legislation, 
etc.), Under contractual arrangements that may vary from 
time to time and that require separate approval by the 
Deparcnenta ly Coordinator,

Procedures 


Both national and regional news releases concerning Farm 
Debt Review have been distributed immediately following 
proclamation of the Act and from jimestos vimembhered Galen, 
Individual Boards are responsible for on-going public and 
media relations and may undertake additional activities 
(such as direct mailings, advertisements, public meetings, 
etc.) to further distribute information relative to Farm 
Debt Review.

Other Considerations 


A monthly report on activity and progress relating to the 
Farm Debt Review Act is to be prepared for submission to the 
Minis Ler .. 


Panel members assigned to a specific case may be replaced at 
the request of the applicant only upon the conditions that 
there, is an apparent conflict of interest with respect to 
that case study, or where it is demonstrated to the Board 
that the Panel members do not possess the required knowledge 
and skills for that case or, where the Panel member is 

Bree to perform the duties required (i.e., due to sickness, 
etc... 


All Panel members are required to declare any conflict of 
interest immediately upon being assigned a specific case, 
and failure to do so results in immediate termination of 
services without remuneration. 


A trustee may be appointed pursuant to Section 31 of the Act 
only where required by the nature of the voluntary 


arrangement signed by the applicant and the creditor(s). 


New (i.e., second, or subsequent applications) may be 
considered pursuant to Section 33 of the Act within two 
yVearTsSeonLyaunder the condition that the Einancial 
circumstances of the farmer have changed significantly since 
the earlier review.
